THE elbows were out as eager 
rummagers bustled into Crewk- 
erne’s newest charity shop on 
Monday morning. 

Staff stood safely aside as a tide 
of eagle-eyed charity-shoppers 
poured through the door. 

Calm and order reigned inside 
the Children’s Society store for the 
final five minutes before opening. 

But a week’s worth of painting, 
preparation and stock presentation 
was overwhelmed within seconds 
as the floodgate opened and a 
queue of 20 surged forward. 

Shop manager Kate Wells was 
visibly overawed by the inrush of 
eager customers competing for the 
best bargains. 

“It’s amazing. Everyone’s really 
enthusiastic,” she said from her 
refuge behind the checkout 
counter. 

The shop opened at 10.30am in 
grand style with Town Crier David 
Craner and Crewkerne Mayor 
Neil Sturtivant performing the 
civics. 

From the pavement outside, Mr 
Craner clanged his large brass 
bell, bellowed greetings, an¬ 
nounced that the town was at 
peace (for the time being...), paid 
a loyal tribute to the Queen on the 
60th anniversary of her succes¬ 
sion, and introduced the mayor. 

Councillor Sturtivant welcomed 
the Children’s Society to Crewk¬ 
erne, praised their work, and en¬ 
couraged the twitching throng of 
shoppers to lend their support to 
such a worthy cause. And then the 
mayhem began. 

Calm became confusion, quiet 
became hubbub and bustle, and 
order became a tsunami of legs, 
arms, elbows and seething human¬ 
ity. 

The honour of bagging the first 
bargain fell to hairdresser Sam 
Matthews who had propelled her¬ 
self towards a £5.99 mock-fur 
gilet. 

Beaming with delight at her 
haul, she told the Weekender: 
“Everyone wants a gilet like this!

She was last heard promising to

Members of South Som¬ 
erset’s Area West commit¬ 
tee heard that the grant 
would benefit two vulner¬ 
able groups: children and 
young people up to 18 
years; and people facing 
social exclusion in rural 
areas. 

A grants officer told Area 
West members: “The 
Parish Plan completed in 
2009 highlighted that 14 
per cent of the population 
are under 18 years of age. 

“That figure has in¬ 
creased as more families 
have moved into the area. 

“The Hinton Village Hall 
& Playing Field Trust are 
working on projects to im¬ 


prove both facilities. 

“The playing field has 
not had any new equip¬ 
ment for several years and 
during consultation, many 
people said they wanted 
improved facilities for 
young people in the vil¬ 
lage. 

“The playing field com¬ 
mittee consulted with chil¬ 
dren at the village school 
to find out what they 
would like, and a zip-wire 
and a roundabout came out 
as the two most popular 
choices. 

“The playing field com¬ 
mittee have decided to buy 
a roundabout because a 
wider age-range of chil¬ 
dren will be able to use 
this piece of equipment. 


“They considered a num¬ 
ber of different types of 
roundabout but opted for a 
design that allows parents 
to sit on it with babies and 
toddlers, together with 
children who are able to 
use it on their own.” 

The officer said all but 
£4,800 of the £11,800 
worth of improvements 
had been secured locally 
and recommended a grant 
to cover the shortfall on 
one condition: “That the 
village hall and playing 
field committee puts in 
place an Equal Opportuni¬ 
ties Policy.” 

Area West committee 
members unanimously ap¬ 
proved the grant.

TWO top raconteurs had their audience alternately in 
stitches and rapt silence during an anniversary event in 
The David Hall, South Petherton. 

More than 100 people paid £6-a-head for a seat at the 
fundraiser. 

Retired local Obstetrics and Gynaecology Professor 
Robin Ballard spoke about the often funny side of his 
medical career. 

And Yeovil MP David Laws paid a return visit five 
years after becoming the first interviewee at the hall’s 
now regular “In Conversation” sessions. 

Interviewer David Lingham put Professor Ballard 
under the microscope first, telling him: “A dentist friend 
of mine says he looks at people’s mouths and wants to 
jump straight in to sort things out. 

“Was that your approach to gynaecology?” 

To hoots of laughter, Professor Ballard explained that 
his approach was slightly more subtle. 

He also amused the audience with a tale from the dis¬ 
secting room. 

“I can remember the first day of medical school. We 
went to the dissecting room where there were 16 tables 
with a dead body on each. 

During one early session, a classmate secretly sliced an 
ear from a corpse and mischievously slipped it into Pro¬ 
fessor Ballard’s pocket. 

The pair were later travelling home on the tube when 
Professor Ballard “felt a sneeze coming on”. 

“I flipped my handkerchief out of my pocket and the 
ear flew across the train and landed on the lap of a 
woman opposite. 

“I walked over and said ‘I’m terribly sorry... I think 
that’s mine’. 

“Medical school was a lot of fun!” 

Mr Lingham’s second interviewee was local MP David 
Laws who, speaking on the day last week that Chris 
Huhne resigned, scotched rumours that he was about to 
re-enter the Cabinet. 

Mr Lingham told him: “The BBC understands that

David Laws will be returning to government. Comments, 
please!” 

Mr Laws replied: “It’s way above my pay grade to 
speak about my future. I genuinely am more concerned 
with the Government making a success of the coalition 
over the five years of this parliament. 

“I’m more interested in that than whether I’m on the 
front or back benches.” 

Mr Laws also shed new light on the heady days imme¬ 
diately after the General Election in 2010 when he was 
part of the Lib Dems’ negotiation team that brokered a 


coalition deal with the Conservatives. 

The key issues were: “How do we get a stable govern¬ 
ment; and how do we secure our policy objectives.” 

The Lib Dem team focused on the four or five key poli¬ 
cies that they wanted Conservative concessions on: “We 
had to deliver 80 per cent on each policy. That gave us 
wiggle room.” 

He said the Labour Party’s negotiation strategy was in 
disarray adding: “They had been in power a long, long 
time and were pretty arrogant and did not want to com¬ 
promise. 

“But we and the Conservatives had been in opposition 
and didn’t have that baggage. We were prepared to com¬ 
promise.”

A MAYORAL welcome awaits a remarkable long-dis¬ 
tance cyclist who rode 12,500 miles across Europe and 
central Asia, over the Himalayas, and on to southern 
India. 

Vincent Bernard, 31, is due to visit Crewkerne next 
month on his way back to France and will be the guest 
of Weekender reporter Alex Alexander. 

Vincent will be flying from India to Heathrow before 
cycling, via Crewkerne, to Plymouth. 

Alex writes: "We met 18 months ago when our paths 
crossed beside a canal in Brittany. 

"I was cycling back from the Mediterranean - a mere 
860 miles. 

"I thought Vincent said he was riding from his home 
in Brest, west France, to Naples - about double my dis¬ 
tance. 

"But he put me right, telling me his primary destina¬ 
tion was a school in Nepal, not Naples! And he planned 
to take a year doing it." 

His sponsored ride has been via dozens of schools, 
orphanages and disability projects, where Vincent gave 
motivational talks to young people - urging them to 
strive for success whatever the odds. 

He has survived cancer, two serious head injuries, and 
still has difficulty balancing. He wanted his experience 
to be an inspiration to others. 

His website explains the purpose of his big trip, called 
"Project Resilience": "An unfortunate series of events 
has befallen me over the past few years. 

"I was diagnosed with cancer while at university and 
whilst in recovery, I undertook training to qualify as a 
mountain guide. Unfortunately, I took an 80m fall 
which left me in a deep coma. 

"I worked hard to get my life back and eventually re¬ 
covered enough to begin doing sport again. It was dur¬ 
ing a subsequent ride that I took a fall and hit my head 
whilst travelling at 30km/hr, which caused a facial 
trauma and a superficial coma. 

"All this before I turned 30! But I have developed a 
tenacity which allows me to continue forwards." 

Alex adds: "When I had the pleasure of meeting Vin¬ 
cent, he revealed that he had lost his job as an engineer 
because of his mishaps. His employer said he was not

fit enough to carry on. 

"So Vincent decided to do something extraordinary 
to demonstrate that, despite his illness, injuries and 
handicaps, he's still very much able-bodied and full of 
enthusiasm." 

Project Resilience has the backing of several French 
businesses and organisations, including the Associa¬ 
tion for the Families of Cranial Trauma Victims, and 
Handicap International. 

After visiting Crewkerne, Vincent will be catching a 
ferry home to France — nearly 20 months after he set 
off. 

• Mayor Neil Sturtivant said he would be delighted to 
welcome Vincent to Crewkerne when he rides into 
town on about March 16th.

NNBW aims to: 

Encourage everyone to put up nest boxes 
in their local area in order to promote and 
enhance biodiversity and conservation of 
our breeding birds and wildlife. 

The natural nest sites on which many of 
our bird species depend, such as holes in 
trees and buildings, are fast disappearing 
as gardens and woods are'tidied 7 and old 
houses are repaired.

The Scouts pay for 
it and their training is re¬ 
ally good, it looks good on 
your CV too. 

“It’s all voluntary and 
you do give a lot of your 
time but I love being part 
of a community. All this 
thing about kids roaming 
the streets - Scouts are 
there to give them some¬ 
thing to do and learn life 
skills. 

“It’s great seeing the 
Beavers at Huish Woods, 
it’s a fantastic site, they 
have tunnels underground 
which are like caving. I 
love that we do different 
activities, outside of what 
they do at school all day. 
In November we went out 
to the beacon on the Din- 
nington estate and lit it and 
made hot dogs.

I really would like the time to write a 
proper book; I write the occasional play 
for the Morris and I have written a few 
poems and songs. But I would love to 
write a novel and also to write a life story 
of my dad before I forget some of the 
tales he used to tell. 

• WHAT'S your biggest unfulfilled 
ambition? 

To ride a Harley Davidson across the 
Rockies with my wife; maybe take six 


months out and do a real road trip. I love 
vast open spaces and it would be great 
to leave all the baggage that we gather 
behind for a while. I own a Yamaha 
Dragstar and love to get out as often as I 
can. 

• WHAT epitaph would your nearest 
and dearest compose for you? 

I really wouldn't want a lot of fuss, maybe 
just being remembered is enough. But if 
I had to think of anything I guess "Just 
time for one more song before I go" 
would fit the bill nicely.

I find that I sound more like Victor Mel- 
drew with every passing year, complain¬ 
ing about so many little things; but I 
really don't see why we need to do and 
know everything immediately today.

IN 270 A.D., marriage 
had been outlawed 
by the emperor of 
Rome, Claudius II. 
Claudius issued this 
decree because he 
thought that married 
men made bad sol¬ 
diers since they were 
reluctant to be torn 
away from their fami¬ 
lies in the case of war. 
Claudius had also out¬ 
lawed Christianity in 
this time period be¬ 
cause he wished to be 
praised as the one 
supreme god, the Em¬ 
peror of Rome. Valen¬ 
tine was the bishop of 
Interamna during this 
period of oppression. 
Valentine thought 


that the decrees of 
Rome were wrong. He 
believed that people 
should be free to love 
God and to marry. 
Valentine invited the 
young couples of the 
area to come to him. 
When they came, 
Valentine secretly 
performed services of 
matrimony and 
united the couples. 

Valentine was even¬ 
tually caught and was 
brought before the 
emperor. The em¬ 
peror saw that Valen¬ 
tine had conviction 
and drive that was un¬ 
surpassed among his 
men.

Valentine to leave 
Christianity, serve the 
Roman empire and 
the Roman gods. In 
exchange, Claudius 
would pardon him 
and make him one of 
his allies. St. Valentine 
held to his faith and 
did not renounce 
Christ. Because of this, 
the emperor sen¬ 
tenced him to a three- 
part execution. First, 
Valentine would be 
beaten, then stoned, 
and then finally, de¬ 
capitated. Valentine 
died on February 
14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, 


waiting for his sen¬ 
tence to be carried 
out, Valentine fell in 
love with the jailer's 
daughter, the blind 
Asterius. During the 
course of Valentine's 
prison stay, a miracle 
occurred and Asterius 
regained her sight. 
Valentine sent her a 
final farewell note. He 
signed his last note, 
"From Your Valentine." 
Even today, this mes¬ 
sage remains as the 
motto for our Valen¬ 
tine's Day celebra¬ 
tions.

Concerts in the West February 2012 concert, soprano Sarah 
Power, tenor Nathan Vale and pianist Anna Cardona 

Reviewed by ANTHONY PITHER 


CONCERTS in the West 2012 got off to a great start 
with a programme of arias and duets ranging from 
Handel to Bernstein.There were overwhelming mo¬ 
ments in soprano Sarah Power and tenor Nathan 
Vale's choice of music. Sarah's technique - with per¬ 
sonality - in Gounod's Ah! Je veux vivre was sensa¬ 
tional. The Dublin-born singer always engaged the 
listener, while the fast-rising star, Nathan, charmed 
us with his vibrant voice, most tellingly in De' meie 
bollenti spiriti, Alfonso's aria from Verdi's La traviata. 
There was a crescendo of applause from an increas¬ 
ingly excited audience through these opera num¬ 
bers, culminating in Tonight from West Side Story. 

In the first half of the programme the pianist, Anna 


Cardona (winner of the accompanist's prize at the 
Kathleen Ferrier Competition, 2010), deliciously in¬ 
terrupted the vocal items with four pieces from 
Schumann's Davidsbundlertanze. Maybe she could 
have drawn more subtle shades of colour from the 
instrument, and in the opening duet As steals the 
morn, she might have adapted Handel's wonderful 
accompaniment in a more expressive and flowing 
way. Elsewhere, she responded in full to the won¬ 
ders of Richard Strauss - in Wiegenlied and Kling! 
These and two duets by Robert Schumann (from his 
Op 34), were, for me, the high points of the evening.

AROUND THE DIVISIONS 
PREMIER 

WITH a perfect 12 games/12wins record Lyme Regis 
are clear favourites to lift the Premier Division title 
for the sixth time in their history.
